HovusE SUMMARY OF YESTERDAY. 
—The time of the House yesterday 
was consumed in the bill appropria- 
ting 345.500 for the support of the 
Deaf and Dumb and Blind Institu- 
tion forthe current year. The bill 
passed its several readingsafter a long 
discussion. Several attempts were 
made to cut down the sum, all of 
which failed. ‘The objection to the 
bill was that $6,500 of the amount is 
to go to make upa defect, caused by 
an unauthorized additional expendi- 
ture, on the part of the Board of Di- 
rectors, in the completion of the 
building from the colored depart-. 
ment. The amount appropriated at 
the last session of the General As- 
sembly for this purpose was $5,000, 
and the Board of Directorsafter sink- 
ing this sum, spent an additional 
$7,000 in the work. A number of 
members, of both parties, contended 
that the House suould not endorse 
this unauthorized action on the part 
of the Directors by passing the bill 
in the shape as presented by the 
Committee. 

The bill to establish the new coun- 
ty of Lillington, came up on its sec- 
ond reading, but the House adjourned 
pending its discussion.

THIRTY-NINTH DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


THURSDAY, Jan, 22, 1874. 


The Senate met at 11 o’clock, Lieut. 
Governor Brogden in the Chair. 

Journal of yesterday read and ap- 
proved. 


Reports of Standing Committees. 


Messrs. Murray,from enrolled Bills, 
Merrimon, from the Judiciary, 
Cowles, from the Internal Improve- 
ments, Smith, from Corporations, 
Worth, from Finance, submitted re- 
ports from their respective commit- 
tees. 

Bills, Resolutions and Petitions.

Miscellaneous. 


A large number of bills and resolu- 
tions transmitted by the House and 
asking the concurrence of the Sen- 
ate therein, were received and prop- 
erly referred. In the number was 
the Civil Rights resolution, which 
was referred to the Judiciary Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. Dunham objected to the con- 
currence of the Senate, as the resolu- 
tion was objectionable in its present 
form. 

Harriss attempted to get in a reso- 
lution as a substitute to be referred 
with the resolution, but was ruled out 


of order. 
Rules Suspended. 


On motion of Mr. Miller, the bill to 
authorize the Chairman of the Board 
of Commissioners of Cleveland coun- 
ty, to make title tocertain lots, was 
taken up under a suspension of the 
rules and passed its severa! readings. 

On motion of Mr. Waring the res- 
olution in regard to the penal and 
benevolent institutions, was taken 
up and adopted. 

The resolution reads, 

‘’ Resolved by the Senate, and the 
House of Representatives concurring, 
that a committee of three on the part 
of the Senate and five of the House, 
be appointed to coxsider and report 
some plan by which a more econom- 
ical system may be devised for the 
penal and benevolent institutions of 
the State, and that they report by 
bill or otherwise. 

On motion of Mr. Seymour the bill 
to amend the charter of the Neuse 
River Ferry Company was taken up 
and passed its several readings. 

Unfinished Business. 

The unfinished business being the 
consideration of Mr. Dunham’s mo- 
tion to reconsider the vote by which 
the Usury Bill passed its final read- 
ing, was taken up and considered. 

A considerable discussion ensued 
on the motion of Mr. Troy to postpone 
the further consideration of the bill 
to Wednesday next at 12 0’clock, and 
to be made the special order for that 
hour. The yeas and nays were called 
on the motion of Mr. Ransom to 
postpone till the Ist of March, and 
Mr. T'roy’s to postpone till Wednes- 
day, and both lost. 

The motion of Mr. Cowles to post- 
pone till Saturday next prevailed. 


Special Order. 


The bill for the better care and pro- 
tection of the orphans of the State 
came up as the special order at 1} 
o’clock. As heretofore stated, this 
bill provides for an appropriation by 
the State equal to that given by pri- 
vate individuals to the Oxford Orphan 
Asvlun.. 

Mr. Avera, at some length, advo- 
cated the passage of the bill. 


Mr. Dunham desired the sense of: 


the Senate on the constitutionality 
of the bill, &e. 

Mr. Flemming advocated ‘the bill, 
and discussed at some length not on- 
ly the constitutionality of the appro- 
priation, but its necessity, &ce. 

Mr. Merrimon discussed the point 
raised by Mr. Dunham, viz: the con- 
stitutionality of the appropriations. 

-He was clearly of the opinion that 


{ the bill was in accordance with that.

instrument and should be passed a 
once. 

Mr. Dunham read several extracts 
from the Constitution, which gave 
rise to the doubt in his mind, but he 
was willing to give the benefit of this 
doubt to the orphans of North Caro- 
lina. He, however, desired the opin- 
ion of older and wiser heads than 
his, and called on the Senator of Or- 
ange for his views on the subject. 

Mr. Norwood in response replied in 
substance: According to that loose- 
jointed instrument, the Constitution, 
the General Assembly in his opinion 
could very properly press the bill. 

Mr. Murphy advocated the bill and 
detailed much of the operations of the 
Asylum and the action of the Grand 
Lodge of Masons in relation thereto, 
and other matters connected with the 
origin, rise and progress of this noble 
institution. 

Mr. Worth was willing to give as 
much from his OWn- pocket to this 
institutioit as any’ otlfer “Senator on 
the floor of corresponding means, but 
as the representative of the people he 
could not vote out their money indis- 
criminately on all measures based on 
charity, though the appeals be ever so 
strong. He was willing to vote on 
the appropriation of $2,500 to be 
equally divided between the con- 
gressional districts for an Orphan 
Asylum in each, but he could not 
vote on an appropriation of his con- 
stituents money in isolated 
case. 

Pending the’ further discussion on 
the bill, the Senate adjourned.

BIG FALLS COTTON MILLS 
BURNED! 
LOSS FORTY THOUSAND DOTL- 
LARS! 


NO INJUSANCE! 


Fire an Accident! 


We learned by telegraph yesterday 


evening to Senator Murray, from Al- | 


amance, that the extensive cotton 
mills located in Alamance county, 
and-.-known as the Big Falls Mills, 
belonging to Messrs. W. A. & A. J. 
Murray, were totally destroyed by fire 
yesterday morning at 10 o’clock, to- 
gether with a flour mill adjoining. 
The fire was the result of an accident, 
catching from some of the machine- 
ry. The loss sustained is some $40,- 
000, there being no insurance upon 
either the buildings or machinery. — 
The mulls were established some 


25 years ago, having been for18 years 


in possession of she present firm. 
Aside from the loss sustaixed by the 
Messrs. Murray, quite a number of 
operators have been deprived of work.

INTERESTING DISCUSSION IN THE 
SENATE—A REMINISCENCE.—One of 
the most interesting discussions 
which has yet taken place in the Leg- 
islature, occurred yesterday in the 
Senate, on the bill proposing toappro- 
priate asum out of the Treasury for 
the Orphan Asylum equal to the vol- 
untary contributions made for the 
same object, not to exceed the sum of 
six thousand dollars. 


While listening to the noble senti- 
ments of the people’s representatives 
in behalf of the humane objects 
sought to be accomplished by the 
bill, we were gratified at the exhibi- 
tion of deep feeling manifested by 
the speakers. We were forcibly re- 
minded of the history of a former 

riod in our Legislature, when 

orth Carolina’s statesmen were 
pleading the cause of humanity in 
the very Hall whence reverberated 
yesterday the noble and eloquent ap- 
peals in behalf of the helpless or- 
phans. 

We were reminded of the time 
when John M. Morehead, then Gov- 
ernor of North Carolina, sent his last 
message to the Legislature, in which 
occurred the following language in 
reference to a noble State charity : 


‘‘T conjure you, by your duties as 
wise legislators, by all the feelings of 
humanity and philanthrophy, by the 
precepts of our holy religion, to re- 
solve never to abandon the seats 
which you now occupy, nor to behold 
your own beloved off-spring, until 
you have done your duty to those 
afflicted children of Providence, by 
the adoption of some measure for the 
improvement and amelioration of 
their condition.’’ 

And in listening to the speeches of 
Messrs. Flemming, Merrimon, Nor- 
wood and Murphy, we were reminded 
of the eloquent effort of Hon. John 
A. Gilmer, in the Senate of North 
Carolina, when speaking on a simi- 
lar subject. Luckily forthe memory 
of Mr. Gilmer and the honor of the 
State, this speech is preserved. How 
well his remarks apply to the Orphan 
Asylum. Read an extract: 

‘This is a case of humanity, a ery 
that comes up to us from all thelanud; 
an appeal for relief, urged to our most 
serious consideration by every chris- 
tian philanthropy. 

‘‘Kducated as have been bya pious 
mother, I shall not feel easy till we 
have carried out this project—shall not 
feel that I have entitled myself as a 
legislator to the approving smiles of 
that christian mother, or the con- 
science which, under Deity, she 
helped me to fashion, nor to the ap- 
plause of those constituents who have 
clothed me with a little brief au- 
thority. 

‘Talk about taxation! Among the 
people of North Carolina there will 
be found moreliberality, more philan- 
trophy than Senators seem to be 
aware of. Jndeed the honest states- 
manwho reposes a generous confidence 
in the liberality and justice of the 
people, will ever be sustained, while 
those time-servers who measure the 
public heart by their own narrow 
and selfish notions, will, in the end, 
meet with merited rebuKe. 

‘Taxation! Is the wail of distress 
which comes up from ali the jails of 
the State to be answered thus ? 


“Talk of a little tax, a paltry sum of 
money, which all can,.pay and few 
will miss in connection with a great 
cause of humanity! Let Senators 
sustain this bill, and they may be as- 
sured it will not only increase their 
friends on earth, but will add stars to 
their crown of rejoicing in that great 
day when the beings for whose benefit 
this law is proposed * * *_ shall 
rise up in judgment against those 
who withheld their aid.” 


And Senator Kenneth Rayner, on 
the same occasion, said : 

“Shallwe hesitate to impose the 
slight tax vroposed, lest heartless 
demagogues may cry out against tax- 
ation, and attempt to inflame the 
public mind? Sir, the people will 
sustain us. Our constituents have 
hearts—hearts of sympathy and feel- 
ing—and to them we will appeal. 
We shall receive their gratitude in- 
stead of their censure. Think of 
how many minds now shrouded in 
darkness we may bethe means of 
bring to the light of knowledge and 
of Christian hope? Think of the 
many whose awful ravings of despair 
we may convert with grateful invo- 
eations of blessings on our heads! 
And although the thanks = and 
prayers of their grateful hearts 
may never reach our ears, yet like 
holy incense they will ascend to 
Heaven, calling down the favors of 
Almighty goodness on our efforts.” 

And William H. Washington, in 
the Senate of North Carolina, in his 
argument in advocacy of the same 
measure, said : 


‘‘Kor what are we here assembled ? 
To do the will and alleviate the 
wants of our constituents—to im- 
prove the physical, intellectual and 
moral condition of the peop*e of the 
State.”’ 

The historian from whose book the 
foregoing extracts are taken, alluding 
to this debate in the Legislature, 
says: 

“The display of sentiment on the 
oecasion in both houses of the As- 
sembly was honorable to the State; 
and several extracts have been given 
because they breathe a healthy spirit 
of true philanthrophy, and ina few 
pages, comprise the whole science of 
statesmanship.”’ 


 Andthe same compliment might 
with equal propriety be applied to 
the efforts of the Senators yesterday 
in favor of the relief of the orphans. 
We would be glad if these gentlemen 
would write out their remarks for 
publication, so that future genera- 
tions may know that some members 
of the Legislature of 1873-’74 are enti- 
tled to have their names _ placed 
alongside of North Carolina’s philan- 
thropiec statemen of a former anda 
better age.

The Tupper Church Embroglio. 
As I have been arraigned before 
the Mayor of this city and fined one 
hundred dollars and cost, and al- 
though the case has been brought 
before Judge Watts, and the proceed- 
ings against me declared illegal, in 
other words quashed, yet the result 
of this high handed and gross out- 
rage is that a church has been turned 
out into the streets, and a depart- 
ment of our school has been broken 
up. I feel that it is due to myself 
that a statement of some of the facts 
should be presented to the public, 
and in order to do this understand- 
ingly, I will givea brief outline of 


-my connection and present relations 


to the Second Baptist Church and 
the department of school located in 
that building. In the spring 
of 1866 I purchased the lot upon 
which the edifice of the Second 
Baptist Chureh erected, of 
Mr. George Cook, and paid him 
$500 from my own private funds. 
I soon after organized what is known 
as the Second Baptist Chu'ch, and 
became its pastor. Immediately a 
Board of Trustees was formed and I 
deeded this property to these Trustees 
of the church, composed entirely of 
colored men, and in payment took 
five one hundred dollar notes, to be 
paid in five consecutive years, and 
if the conditions specified in the deed 
were not complied with then the 
property was to revertto me. In the 
Autumn of 1869 I made application 
tothe Freedmen’s Bureau for am ap- 
propriation toassist in the completion 
of school rooms, ete. <A certain col- 
ored individual, a resident of this city, 
was in Washington and represented 
to the officers of the Bureau that the 
enterprise with which I was connect- 
ed was of a private character. This 
fact was communicated to the Agent 
of the Bureau in this place, and to 
remove all doubtsas to my intentions 
and the nature of the enterprise, I 
informed the Church thatI wasready 
to cancel the notes myself, and give 
a deed with full warranty to a Board 
of Trustees and their successors in 
office, who should hold the property 
in the name of the Raleigh Institute 
and Second Baptist Church. The 
church accepted of the proposition as 
they never had been abie to pay more 
than the interest on the notes, and 
only a little more than a year re- 
mained before the last note became 
due. The church records show that 
the old Board of Trustees were put 
out of office and a new board elected, 
to whom I deeded the property. 
After the Barringer place was pur- 
chased for the location of the school, 
our plans were somewhat changed as 
to using the church for school pur- 
poses. We no longer needed the 
rooms which had been completed 
and used for dormitories. It was 
then agreed that these rooms should 
be taken out and the _ whole 
upper story should become the Au- 
ditorium. In consideration of yield- 
ing up to the church this story and to 
settle the matter beyond all contro- 
versy in the future, he church re- 
cords show that a vote was taken ata 
regular meeting, authorising the 
trustees to lease the whole lower 
story to me for school purposes, and 
I hold a lease as the Agent of the 
American Baptist Home Mission So- 
ciety, New York city, and my suc- 
cessors as agents for a term of nine 
hundred and ninety-nine years—to 
be used for the highest interest of the 
colored people in the way of their ed- 
ucation and elevation. It is under 
such authority and such arrange- 
ments with a commission from the 
American Baptist Home Mission So- 
ciety, under whose auspices the entire 
work has been carried forward, and 
in accordance with the stipulations 
and expressed wishes of those dona- 
ting funds, that I have for seven 
and a half years maintained a school 
in the whole lower story of the 
church unmolested and unquestioned 
as to my right until the building, a 
few month since, was forcibly broken 
into by order of the Mayor, anda 
large number of pupils deprived of 
school accommodations, and more 
than a thousand dollars of personal 
and school property placed at the 
mercy of an ignorant and irresponsi- 
ble crew ; and even the school books, 
the private property of some of the 
students, were denied them ; and yet, 
itis alledged, with mocked innocence, 
that they never intended to disturb 
the school. In relation to my con- 
nection with the Second aptist 


Church I will state that for six years. 


I remained its sole pastor, but as my 
duties asthe President of the Shaw 
Collegiate Institute became more 
laborious, I requested the Church 


to select some  eolored'§ minis- 
ter to become the associate pas- 
tor, and they made choice of Rev. 


Augustus Shepard, who until last 
July, performed all pastoral labor, 
and in the meantime I gave him such 
assistance in the regular religious 
services as my other duties would 
permit. As he accompanied me 
North last season, the church then 
secured the services of Rev. Joshua 
Perry, of Louisburg, with whom they 
had just completed arrangements for 
his continuance through the present 
yesr, when they were forcibly 
driven out of their church which 
they had occupied for seven years and 
a half, and so faras I can recollect, 
conducted religious services every 
Sabbath during the entire period. 
And now who are these persons, arm- 
ed with the authority of the Mayor, 
in the darkness of the night, walk 
into the church and hold possession 
of the building? 

During the existence of the church 
more than four hundred members 
have been received into its fellowship, 


and of these some forty or fifty have | 


been excluded, mostly for drunken- 
ness and gross immorality; few of 
these held the position of trustee 
while a member of the ehureh, (all 
but one of these named in the execu- 
tion held the position previous to 
December 29th, 1869, the time when 
the second deed was given,) and 
although the church has a full record 
of the exclusion of all members, and 
on the case of a trustee of the appoint- 
ment of asuccessor, yet these persons, 
the dupes and tools of designing men, 
plotting and conniving with an 
abandoned class of people, have been 
placed in possession of a valuable 
property in open violation of law, to 
To stir up prejudice and give suppor 

to Hlegal proceedings, it is 
armed that I am seeking to get the 
church away from the colored people. 
The facts are, I have been laboring 
for years to build them a church,

rhe facts are that for my eight and a 
half years work as a pastor, principal 
of a school, and builder, I have re- 
ceived only oe gh dollars for 
my services from the colored people 
of North Carolina, and when I am 
made dependent upon so poor a class 
for my support, I will leave and go 
back North. 

It is also said that these persons 
were turned out of the church un- 
justly. That there was irregularity in 
the matter. An investigation would 
show that if as strict a discipline had 
been maintained as is ordinarily done 
in Baptist Churches, these persons 
would have been excluded long be- 
fore they were, and in addition to 
this, lam not the chureh. If these 
persons had wrongs to settle with the 
church, why did they not bring ac- 
tion against the present Board of 
‘Trustees ? ‘ 

Other various charges I will pass 
by in silence, and only remark that 
if the body of people who have main- 
tained religious services in the build- 
ing known as the 2nd Baptist Chureh 
for the last seven years, or even for 
the last twelve months, if they are 
not a church in the eye of the law, 
then there is not a church organiza- 
tion in the State, and if only a good 
honest Catholic Magistrate can be 
found, and a few persons excluded 
from a church, any church edifice 
can be broken into, congregation dis- 
persed, and a polite Constable placed 
at the door on the next Sabbath 
morning to give dignity to the occa- 
sion, and the pastor for maintaining 
heretical opinions will be tet olf 
with a fine of only one hundred dol- 
lars and cost. 

There is another aspect to such 
hurried and violent proceedings, and 
one in which every citizen must be 
Interested. It will greatly embarrass 
benevolent operations. Let it come 
to be understood that there is nothing 
sacred in the eye of the law, that 
churches and schools can be molested 
and even broken up at the caprice of 
a Magistrate, and that an move will 
not stay proceedings until the case 
can be tried in a higher court. Who 
could raise funds for benevolent en- 
caRperent I certainly should prefer 
to be relieved from any further effort 
to secure funds in the North. 

The facts which I have stated are 
fully sustained in every particular by 
the leases, deeds and church records, 
and so far as my management of 
church affairs are concerned, I have 
been careful to guard myself against 
misrepresentation as I have clearly 
understood the tactics of outside par- 
ties for years, and whenever any 
matter has come up where there was 
a liability of difficulty in church 
meetings there has always been pre- 
sent several of the most talented, best 
educated and prudent colored men in 
the State, and they have sustained 
me, and as they are conversant with 
all Sthe facts the testimony of these 
Baptist ministers cannot well be 
overthrown.

This is combined with Lime, and is of animal origin, and readily assimi- 
lable by plants. It contains potential ammonia and nitric acid, having a combined 
Nitrogen value equal to trom 2 to3 per cent. of ammonia, with the alkalies Potash and 
Soda, and valuable proportions of Sulphate of Lirne. The whole forming avery desirable 
combination for all crops, and when applied to land, the crop receiving proper tillage, 
must, in my opinion, give as good results as any guano offered to the farmer.

Guano,” and have made additional examination of an average sample from a lot of 300 
tons, the result of which, 1 beg to embrace in the following: The Guano is a brownish 

wader, with lumps of combinations of lime with Carbonic, Phosphoric and Nitric acids. 
Tt conteine a considerable quantity of water (about 20 per cent.), and when dried is a paler 
brown powder. The Guano is evidently of animal origin, and the minute bones, which 
were discovered in the same, indicate that it is the resu't of the decay of bats, mice, &c. 
The quantity of organic matter, which is still present, is about I2 per cent., and this 
yields about 21% per cent. of ammonia. A portion of the nitrogen is present, as nitric 
acid, of which about 3 per ceut. wa- found. All the nitrogen present would be equivalent 
to about 314 per cent. of ammonia. The acid in the Guano§ about per 
cent., equal to 27 8 per cent. of bone pho: phate. A considerable quantity of the phos- 
phoric acid, however, is present, as so-called neutral phospnate of lime, which, being 
slightly solv.ble in water, renders the Guan» as quick in its action. as a yA hag men 
quantity ef superphosphate would do. The smali percentage of potash, which was foun 
in the analysis, adds to its value. 

From ail the ex A ewe cag which I have made of the Guanahani Guano, no doubt can 

hat it ls a valuable manure.
